the place of women in society, and 
tlje rroblcm of relations with the out- 
side world. 

Economic Problems 

The speaker clas-sed relations with 
Britain as one of the economic prob- 
lems, and read extracts from a book 
on India written by Ramsay Mac- 
donald In 10J7. According to this, 
India is essentially a countiT of 
poverty caused by ta.\ation. The srroE.= 
income of India is £ Tr..OOO.(iOO per 
annum: of this, (1% is spent on edu- 
cation, 35jf on Defence, and the rest 
in.. various ways. The Government is 
extravagant and unfair to the people 
in the matter of taxation. 

As an example, the annexation of 
"L'pper Burma was cited; this was 
worthless as I'ar as India was con- 
cerned, and yet the whole expense of

Methods of measuring uielccirlc 
constant from t!ie earliest times to 
tlie present were discussed by W. 13. 
Ross at the I'hyslcs Coho<|iiiuni yes- 
terday aflciiiuuM. 'J'lie field of study 
being so wide, only .a small part of 
the whole work was taken up, tluil 
of method, most of the more aliiitnicl 
theory having been loft out. 

'J'Ik; Cavcndi.sli apijaiatus coiisi.^t'Ml 
of two jiiales of known aria, with a 
system of connecting wires an<l 
switclics. 'J"lio capacity of Ihc nr- 
rangcmeiit was measured indlrocljy

various lights. 

Studied Geology 

f'arlly as :i result of Ihls award I>i- 
voisior was made an nssoclato of the 
Academy two years later. Ho began 
an analysis of gypsum about which 
llltio was dofliiitoly known. ''At the 
same time ho carried on extensive 
studies in biology and geology as 
they were practised In/ those days. 
With t".»5 nsslslanco of others he pre- 
pared the first geological map of 
France. 

llis research at this time ranged all 
the w-ay froin water supply to invalid 
chairs, and from mesmerism to diving 
rods. Lavoisier joined tlio Ferme 
Gcncralo, the largest group who farm- 
ed taxes for the French Government, 
and made such a tidy fortune that 
ho was soon - able to conduct experi- 
ments without the leave of the Aca- 
deni.v. At the age of twenty-eight he 
married a .qlrl of fourteen wlio seems 
lo have justified tho old expression 
that ho owed much to the little wife. 
.She learnt English so that she could

"Tho Steel Co. oC Canada produces 
a greater variety of articles than any 
other group of factories in this con- 
llnenl." stated the guide while es- 
corting a parly of Commerce Juniors 
over tho "mills." Tho trip was under 
the supervision of Professor O^ate and 
commenced from tholgencral office on 
Dominion St. Tho Steel was scon in 
its raw state, from wlilch it was 
transformed to thin bars by means of 
tho forge, and then through a series 
of dies, wire and all varieties of nails, 
lacks, nuts, and bolts were finally 
manufactured. AVorIc in many other 
lines of steclware wks also seen, in- 
cluding the producUim of horse-shoes 
the grinding of tools and the galvan- 
izing of wire and nails. 

Tho Inexperienced students were im- 
pressed by tlie operations at tlio forge. 
Tlireo-foot billets or steel bars were 
drawn out from tho glow of the fur- 
nace so hot that tho edges were melt- 
ing and scattering sparks upon the 
ground. A\"lien placed into the "bloom- 
ing iiiill" a sliower of sparks preced- 
ed a long slrlp of wliite hot steel, 
which a few seconds before had been 
u thick bar. AVhen these thin strips 
were cool they were drawn through a 
die which turned them into half-Inch 
rods, ready . to he made Into nails, 
lacks, wire and so on.

Early Days of Revolution 
Tho first on tho bill, Dwight Webb 
dealt with the Ilussian situation from 
revolutlpn llmca to about 1920. He 
said that tho revolutionary government 
had gained its position merely because 
it promised to relieve a starving na- 
tion. Its wartime plank w-is "Food and 
Peace". Then came the extraordinary 
program of complete centralisation and 
monopoly of all Industries. Oil, miner- 
al resources and all foreign trade were 
to be under a vast and comprehensive 
economic machine. But this was done 
too htirriedly and the scheme became 
a veritable chaos. 

It was estimated tiiat in Petrosrrad, 
or modern Leningrad, that one of 
every four Inhabitants wero govern- 
ment officials. The whole system v.'as 
:l inilltnrist venture with a colossal 
and indescribable Inefficiency. At the 
head of it was Lenin and it was con- 
sidered a kind of panacea for all Kus- 
sla's ills.

closing hla address, Mr. ^tatthew3 told 
ot an e.\hibitIon of tirewa Iking by na- 
tives ot one of the Fiji Islands, which 
he witnessed -when on a cruise in the 
South Sea Islands with Admiral .lel- 
llcoe. 

Over 45 seniora were present. Grad- 
uate officers i were elected, and are as 
follows; Valedictorian, Munroe Bourne 
Historian, Wilson Becket; Prophet,. 
Fred Stone. Robert Picard was elected 
to the position of permanent secret- 
ary. Bourne was class president la«t 
year, and is the present Arts repre- 
sentative to the Students' Council. 
Wilson Becket was «m associate editor 
ot the annual last year. Fred Stone 
was an exchange student to LT.B.C. 
last year, and Is the present vice- 
president ot the class. Robert Picard 
was last year's chairman of the Book 
Exchange. 

Battleship In Action 

Mr. Matthews commenced bis speech 
by taking the vote ct the audience as 
to the particular phrise ot naval lite 
he should discuss, ani finding an over- 
whelming majority fti favor ot the 
militaristic side of fiaval life, he dis- 
cussed briefly the way in which the 
main armament ot a battleship is con- 
trolled 'and fired during a tight.

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We Go To The Play 

IT is not for us in this phice to give the 
story of "The Ivory Door." That will be 
found elsewhere. But in this place we may 
make a few remarks which would be far 
out of place in a news storj', but which, we 
feel, should be made since it is improbable 
that they would strike the average student. 

On the whole it was an enjoyable play, 
for the vehicle was well calculated to bring 
out the be.st efforts of actors, costume-de- 
signers, scenery men, lighting technicians 
and stage hands, while at the same time 
light enough to appeal to all sections of the 
audience; yet heavy enough to engage the 
serious attention of every intelligent per- 
son. 

.. The production demonstrates quite 
conclusively that as human beings we very 
often prefer legend to truth and often are 
tempted to judge wrongly so long as we 
are permitted to retain our dreams. In at- 
tempting to bring out the full meaning of 
the action some of the actors may have 
overdone their parts a little. 

The first scene was probably the weak- 
est of the play. After this the story runs 
smoothly and quitely with very little in the 
way of bizarre situation or unorthodox 
action. 

Although the play was very capably 
produced and, on the Avhole, well acted; by 
its very nature it deprived the club of the 
opportunity of bringing its full possibilities 
to bear. The reputation built up by the pro- 
duction of "Loyalties," "The Watched Pot," 
"The Insect Play," "The Witch," and "A 
Bill of Divorcement" is not advanced by the 
present vehicle. 



A Conception of Education 

THE greatest economists have in many 
cases arrived at their conclusions by 
means of com]3romi.se. In the same way it 
is our opinion that the modern conception 
of education is one which embodies the 
Ijrounding at least of the student in the en- 
;d3avoui' he intends to pursue in after life 
^ iand at the same time giving him an oppor- 
'ttunity to confirm his views as life as a 
•whole. 

j In the days of Huxley and Newman 
Ihe view hitherto held that an educated 
man was one well grounded in the classics 
•and who might or might not have any idea 
.VÎ conditions a.s they stood, came to be 
.doubted. In our own generation the tables 
tend to be turned perhaps too much in the 
opposite direction, especially so on this 
jeontinent, where many of the great in- 
i!titution.s tend to become mere technical 
schools and business colleges. 

The ideal of education lies somewhere 
between th^se two view-points. While a 
, student should not turn out men devoid of 
practical knowledge in business, scientific 
or profes.sional .spheres; neither should it 
produce Ihobe who have not a rudimentary 
' acquaintance at least with the learning and 
civilizations which have gone before us. 
The culture assimilated by anyone depends 
largely on the person himself, but the 
realization of the vast store of knowledge 
at his disposal in college may help him to 
form the taste and the desire for such 
things. The background wbich study of .this 
kind gives to a person is in the long run , of 
ftteJCjfealue to him than any amount of 
Mcm^rlïining.

In time he found other 
creatures of the same ilk and herded with them. 
Though there woro between them nono of tho 
sanctifying intimacies of friendship; they h»d in 
common only their hatred of tho pleasures of otli- 
common joy of tho healthy adolescent male re- 
pelled him. But a wcU-pencUlcd copy of tho "Oo- 
era. 

AVhen his accumulating inhibitions and his 
sense of curiosity grew too oppressive The Puritan 
married, but that no one, not even himself, might 
suspect, his motive he married a woman oC liypcr- 
respectabllity and frigidity. It he were fortunate 
The Puritan becamo the president of a society, for 
suppressing v!co or a movie censor and devoted 
his whole energies to disrupting the enjoyment of 
his fellow beings. But more often ho was forced 
to take some less gratifying profession as a source 
of livelihood and becamo a lawyer, a scientist, a 
literary critic, a preacher, an editor, a school- 
teacher or even a doctor. In such cases The Purl- 
tan's activities were confined to writing moral de- 
clamations to newspapers, joining the Watch and 
Ward Society and doing his humble share towards 
Uplifting his Fellows, and generally making him- 
self as big a nuisance to society as his llmiieil 
scope would permit. Sometimes ho became a 
missionary and put pants on the natives. Sex is, 
of course, The Puritan's chief antipathy and all 
things appertaining thereto are foul. In attempting 
to exterminate its remotest manifestations he fails 
to make elementary distinctions between ait and 
pornography, and usually expends his best efforts 
in attempUng to stifle all original endeavour In 
literature and art. 

In his public life The Puritan is a model of 
decorum, an object of distant respect, condescend- 
ing, pompous, hypocritical, never tiring of repre- 
senting himself as a "good fellow" with a devilish 
and undisguised penchant lor ping -pong or bad- 
minton. His privât* life we shall not. delve Into 
but no doubt The Puritan's wife. could tell us much. 
There Is" a tired look in her eyes ,a trifle wistful 
and perhaps a little disappointed. His children, he 
is determined, shall learn from the gutter facts 
which he considers fit only for tho gutter, and 
thus does The Puritan insure the integrity of his 
species. That his fellow's can..- derive, joy from that 
which his warped mind considers 'essentially sin- 
ful fills him with fury, and, concealing his hatred 
under the guise of the (.Tusudcr, he attempts to 
conform their normal outlook into his own abnor- 
mal mould. 

He is an enemy to all advancement, an ■ in- 
veterate reactionary, preferiinB inevitably an 
ancient evil, liowever injurious, to an Innervation, 
however beneficial. He poisoned Socrates, lie 
burned Bruno at the stake, he tore Voltaire's b'ody 
from the grave. In pursuing bis purpose The Puri- 
tan Is wholly unscrui)ulou8. In our day he has 
driven a great poet from America and a greater 
genius fioiii England. Yesterday ho opposed polit- 
ical find religious emancipation, today he opposed 
birth control and flings it.s advocates into pi'lson 
whenever opporiuiilly allows. When possessed with 
Kightcous Indignation his fury knows no hounds 
eillier human or animal. His is iirlnuirlly a pathu- 
iogiual case and iiiuyhap the psychologist of tho 
future will bullish him from among us, for he is 
an evil, and despicable.

This Ik tho most practical of all practical ages. 
It is tho era of clever simplifying devices— devices 
tor overcoming or eclUng round obstacles in tlie 
ii/ost direct manner. Involving a minimum of ex- 
ertion. It Is u time when reason and a rosohitu 
facing of facts have coniblnod to . do away with 
oumbcrsomo muthods and illogical practices, 'And 
yet— anomalies exist, which .bring harsh crltiçlsm 
upon otu* system. 

Tor Instance, as our women point out, there 
Is tho custom of changing women's names on 
marriage. Now, doubtless, llicy concede, when our 
siniple-mindeâ lytmevAl torefathcrs Introduced 
this method of Impressing women with their mus- 
culino superiority they did tho wisest thing pos- 
sible, the thing most bofitllng tho circumstances 
under which llioy lived. But to-day, they object, 
when everything Is changed — when Sundays no 
longer oppress small \hoya and caves uro altogether 
passe, except during summer vacations — to-day 
the custom Is ridiculous, is un anomaly. 

It was alt .voi'y well In those, good old days, 
they agree, when life was coarse and vulgar and 
barbaric. Then, it was neither comfortable nor 
profitable to be a public figure, to be at all prom- 
inent in tho community. Then, tlicy confess, it was 
much more pleasant to bo property, to be unknown 
except as the daughter of ^U; SO-and-So, or tho 
wife, merely, of Mr. SUCH-and-SUCH. Then, a 
woman could be irresponsible and if not free — well, 
there was always diplomacy to turn to. 

Arguments were settled then by blows; and 
If a woman did something the community disap- 
proved off her malo protector undertook to defend 
lier case, and was happy to have his head split as 
long tts she showed a beeomine enthusiasm and 
sympathy. 'There was then no advantage to be 
gained by a woman's insisting 'upon her~"rlghts as 
an Individual.' ' 

But nowadays, when public misdemeanors are 
tlirashed out In lengthy discourses in which wit 
and the ability to present one's case in an attrac- 
tive and shapely way count for so much, women 
are all agog to win a recognized place in tho com- 
munity. And, too, when place and. position can be 
achieved by shai-p thinking, by originality, by low 
cunning, when battles are waged with words, and 
races run In cars and aeroplanes, when machinery 
has arrived to take care of all tho heavy and 
burdensome work, when, in short, things are as 
they are, women object to an.,oxclusIve male pro- 
prietorship. 

And, In their opinion, for a very good reason — 
they no longer desire it. They remark joyously how 
man, inspired by a happy idealism, has made of 
this harsh world a charmingly complicated place 
in which the dovlously-incUned mind of woman 
may revel; and how, in the process, he has steadily 
miniminizcd the need for physical prowess to 
achlcvo glory. So ijaturally women no longer de- 
sire tho protection of obscurity. The world is theirs 
for the taking; and they are already seizing hold 
of it, only to find that this old custom of changing 
their names on- marriage has now many drawbacks 
that are wholly provoking. 

And 80 they protest- That the complications 
arising out of a woman doctor's changing her name 
on marriage are disconcerting and are detrimental 
both to tho nervous system of (ler patients and to 
her own book-keei>lng and flUtig systems. In the 
opinion of most public-spirited and conscientious 
women this Is a matter for no light consideration, 
this sudden disappearance from the community of 
tile well-known name, for example, of Dr. SInry 
Jones, and the siniultaneoua appearance of Dr. 
.lohn Smilh purporting to bo the Idcnlleal, thu 
every-whlt-as-capable person, must shake tho faith 
of people In tho efficacy and rullabillty of names. 
And, as all must rciill/.e, tho case when a wnman 
duetor iiiuriies a man doulor must present un oVQii 
sorrier iiicture, the resuHaiii confusion IhrcntoninK 
the complete demoralization oC lha coiniininlty — 
not to mention the inevitaliln inlsiinder.standingB 
centering around tho mall of tho couple. The, very 
thought of two doctors John Smith living In thu 
ono house is deemed highly iinninral. Such u situ- 
ation should bo sedulously guarded against by all 
right-minded people. 

That In the case of any two people ot any 
prutewlgnkmarrying, the rosuir must ho enimlly 
dejirerabl?? liJconomlcally as wall, tho changing of 
the woman's name la unsound. Tlie unnecessary 
additional e-Nl'enso Involved In changing tho latter 
heads, etc., the ndvertlzlni,' necessary to iicqiiatnt 
people with the change. Is a strong argument, 
against the practice. 

. That as citizens with a proper respect tor na-. 
tioiial Institutions, they cannot carry on a (TîTslom 
which threatens the efCieucy of the filing system. 
It has been. proved and umtçnlably shown through 
the experience of numerous iflilng clerks in tho cm- 
ploy of various concerns .si'tiuHcd In dlyers coui- 
munitles that the custom oi^ changing tho women's 
names on niarrlago Is very uiisetllng. And the 
owners of said concerns oompluiii that tho constant 
revision pi! the flics necessary to keep them up-to- 
dute .In the matter of \ypinen's names entoils such 
oxtra expense as to threaten the economic stability 
ot tho concern. 

That in the Interests ot Justice and equity and 
clean polltices, tho antiquated custom ot changing 
women's naino on iiiurriagc should bo ulterlly ab- 
olished. In questions nf Identity the las has up to 
noyf accepted as valid the identificatiun of a mar- 
ried won^nn by one who know her bijly under her 
mnidçn name; and wos Igfiprufit of \\çr marriage. 
Which Implies that a niarrled woman is legally two 

persons, both Mrs and JIlss .... .\11 must see the 

d.'iiifjer to honest politics In this sitltiitlon. I3vcry 
iiiarrled woman, who thinks fust enough may leg- 
ally tast tjvo volej at elccllme limp. Such a situa- 
tion should not bp tolci-uled. 

I<'ln9lly, that tho chariiotii°l|Ucs assocIat<;d today 
wllh ppo \vl\q changes h||t qr, ]\6f name are not 
Bup)i M may be applied to Ihe 'modern wonian. Tlje 



churaotci-lstlcH nro those of a rogue, 
a lïhuat, a sharper — ono who wislios 
In avoid standing responsible for his, 
or her, iictluns; or ono ,wlio would 
repudlulo In .iliiiiiic hl» or her, liiith 
or race; or yet one wlio would escape 
tho drawbacks Involved In an unusual 
iiiinio certainly nut udinlrablu uharac- 
IcrlslicH, So llie Women would rid 
IhomselvcH of ^ possible inlsconcopllons 
ot their character. 

And, peniiltliiialcly. ilmt In this oii- 
llglileiied aKc when It Is tho brond- 
iiiliided and (loiiiocratiu tiling to allow 
each Individual as much scope as pos- 
sible to flourish tlioir persontillly, It 
Is rathor 'incongruous to . observe one 
hair of the population submerged ho- 
iiciLtli the ii.iiiie.f of the other luilf. It 
lu IneungruouH to observe, and it Is 
humiliating to suffer under such a 
cuHlum .... under tho circumstances. 

And, In addition, that, it la Impos- 
sible cither to explode or confirm 
woman's theory that sito Is as capable 
as limn, so loni; as aho does not ap- 
pear hcforc tho public permanently In 
her own rights, on her own merits, 
and under her own name. 

And, by way of conclusion, that, 
quite frankly, it appears to bo utterly 
ridiculous for a woman In public to 
have masculine Christian >names, and, 
In private, temlnino Christian names.

Civil Disobedience 
Civil disobedience was st.irted as 
. the only means of bringing the gov- 
ernment to .sec things In the same 
lighl as llic people and their leaders. 
Tlie bo.vcott of British goods was 
started with tlic same object. Mr. 
■Williams said that if the l>cople and 
govornnu'nt of i:ngland v.ould make 
an effort to take a friendly view of 
the matter, India would do the same; 
If not, things will go from bad to 
worse. Magnanimity on both sides is 
the only euro. 

The speaker then read an extract 
from a report of the Calcutta Trade 
Commissioners, which stated that 
foreigners must decide whether the 
trade or the administration of India 
is the more essential to them; they 
cannot continue to monopolise both. 
Women Active 
As regards the problem of women; 
they are now as active as the men in 
the agitation tor home rule; Gandhi 
believes that the future is in their 
hands. They are no longer hidden be- 
hind the veil of purdah. 

In dealing with the outside world. 
Sir. Williams was more concerned 
with his own paj-tlcular interest, 
which is Education. He and Tagorc 
visited the officials of 220 educational 
foundations in England and America, 
each with approximately $20,000,000 
in trust; of all these, they only found 
one which could in any way furnish 
aid to India's urgent educational 
need. 

No Rhodes Scholars 

Canada has spent pioro money on 
("hina tlian she lias on India, which 
lé a .sister of liie Empire. Indians are 
Ineligible for Rhodes Scholarships. In 
IÔO years of occui)atlon England has 
only educated S% of the population, 
while ill tin years of freedom, Russia 
lias decreased iier illiteracy by 30%. 
Mr. "Williams is convinced that with 
llomo Rule, India can successfully 
tackle a.*l solve Iter problems. Sir 
Rabindranatii ïagore. Ills leader. Is 
putting his trust in the individuals in 
the AVcsl to come to the aid of India 
in problems social, economical and 
otherwise. / 

At the close . of the address, Mr. 
■Williams answered questions from 
ttaofic present.

were machines which bent specially 
stamped rods Into horse-shoes, 31 of 
which fell Into the container every 
minute. In contrast to theso compar- 
atively quiet operations, the "upset- 
ting" of bolts was very noisy. A room- 
full of machines continually drew wire 
from drums, cutting It oft at desired 
intervals, and "upsetting" a round 
head on one end. Another machine, 
was needed to square and finish the 
job. while in another department a 
rotary die gave the article Its bore. 
These machines are cooled by a spe- 
cial oil and are considered the best 
for producing the thread. 

Moving through a maze ot build- 
ings and^ shafts, the students arrived 
at the tack-makers, who were oft duty 
at the time. The grlndiner of t^cks, it 
was explained. Is an art; each of the 
twenty-two men in this department 
is able to Identify his own tacks even 
if they are all mixed up together. All 
the nails, and even the very small 
tacks used for children's shoes, arc 
separately Inspected so that complete 
satisfaction may be given to the pur- 
chaser. On inquiry as to the market 
of tacks as compared to tli.it of nails 
it was explained that in liardwood 
floors . ;i,nd In much other building 
,work tacks do not split the wood fl.s 
readily as round and smooth nails; 
another advantage is that tho tem- 
pering of the steel enables the tip to 
bend over and clinch better than tlie 
nails. 

J I is Impossible to stress every 
branch of this industry or even in 
this factory, but a sliort description 
of the tooliuaking department Is es- 
sential. Here there are a number ot 
different kinds of maclilnes to drill, 
to plane, to cut groves, and to as- 
semble tlio different formations of 
steel. This biaiicli demands the great- 
est accuracy from its employees for 
if a hole be cut one sixty-fourth of 
an incli the work is useless.

Peasants Not Satisfied 

To aid iigrlculturd largo scale co- 
operation and jncchanisutloii of farms 
Is being proinuigated. Unfortunately 
a large part of the great iicasanl body 
Is not in favor of it. Tiius tiio future 
of Uussia's new system is dependent 
on tho peasants and nothing can be 
cxpcctcd.froni them'which docs not suit 
them. In recent cases tho peasants 
have destroyed valuable properly 
rather than become members ot tho 
system.
